rangements  is  all  too  frequently  demonstrated.-

GENERAL  SANITARY  ARRANGEICENTS 
-  WATER  SUPPLY  - 


1.  (a)  Development.  The  most  important  cieyelopment;Was^the  c om- ^ 
mencement  of  operations  at  the  Trenwith  Mine  Shaft. 
the  idea  is  that  by  damming  an  adit  the  v/ater  level  ^  in 
old  mine  v\?orkings  will  be  raised,  thus  making  what  is  rea  ly 
an  underground  reservoir. 

It  must  bo  noted  that  water  from  here  is  already  oeing 
supplied  to  certain  parts  of  the  tovm  out  eventually  ^  it  is 
hoped  to  provide  over  250,000  gallons  per  day.  It  is  not 
proposed  to  treat  this  water  in  any  way  -  either  by ^chlorin¬ 
ation  or  filtration,  and  I  mast  put  on  rccoru  my  opinion  that 
despite  the  views  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  based  on  a^Report 
by  one  of  their  engineers  in  1941,  this  is  unwise  as  obviously 
such  water  has  come  from  the  surface  and  though  bacteriologi¬ 
cal  examinations  may  sometimes  show  good  results  there  is 
nothing  to  p? event  contamination.

Halsetown,  This  village  is  still  entirely  without  a  proper 
suTDplv  -~being  dependent  on  two  wells  -  one  of  v\/hioh  supplies 
the  major  part  of  the  village.  It  is  an  ironical  position 
as  the  town^s  Bussov/  reservoir  is  less  than  a  quanter  of  a 
mile  away. 

Cornwall  V'/ater  Survey.  Under  the  proposals  of  the  County 
'Consultants  it  Is  pr-oposed  to  supply  the  parishes  of  Towednack 
and  Zennor  in  W.  Penwith  Rural  District  from  new  sources  of 
supply  at  Foage  adit  and  at  Analveor  Downs  in  the  V/est  Penwith 
district.  A  considerable  number  of  the  necessary  pipes  has 
already  been  obtained. 


Ten  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  for  Bacteriologi¬ 
cal  and  Chemical  Analysis  and  for  Plumbo  solvency.  Two 
samples  taken  from  the  same  well  at  Halsetown  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  The  remaining  eight  were 
satisfactory.

The  results  are  satisfactory. 


It  is  estimated  that  with  phe  exception  of  the  Village  of 
Halsetown  approximately  96  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  the  borough 
have  a  piped  supply.

2,  SEWERAGE .  A  new  12  inch  main  was  laid  up  the  Stennack,  from 
V'/e's't'co'tt  ’  s  Quay  to  the  Council’s  Penbeagle  Estate. 

3,  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES.  One  point  that  requires  urgent  attention  • 
is  the  providing  of  adequate  public  conveniences.  This  is  im¬ 
portant  in  any  case,  but  in  a  town  like  St.  Ive.s  which  now  makes 
its  living  largely  from  visiters,  it  ’is' an  absolute  necessity. 

A't  present  it  must  be  said  that  these  facilities  are  wholly  in¬ 
adequate,  particularly  in  the  central  parts  of  the  town  by  the 
West  Pier.  The  spe-ctacle  of  queues  for  conveniences  is  absolutely 
disgraceful  and  the  need  for  another 'in  this  area  is  Imperative. 


4.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL.  The  details  of  this  ,, service  will  he  found 
in  the  Report  o'f' -the  Sanitary  Inspector  hut  here  it  nust  he 
pointed  out  that  in  comnon  with  the  other  author iuios  in  this 
area  considerable  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  getting 
rid  of  the  refuse  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  less  than  four 
sites  had  either  been  used  or  had  been  under  consideration. 
Eventually  it  was  found  possible  through  the  courtesy  of  that 
authority  to  come  to  an  arrangement  to  use  jointly  the  land 
rented  by  the  W,  Penwith  R.D.C,,  at  Gwithlan.  This  is  a  very 
satisfactory  arrangement  and  there  is  adequate  space  to  have  a 
joint  controlled  tip  there  for  a  number  of  years, 

5.  HOUSING-,  Progress  was  still  vor^y  slow  in  spite  of  all  the 
efforts  the  Council  could  make  to  get  ahead.  However,  tnc  town 
deserves  congratulation  for  the  number  of  houses  built  since  the 
war  compared  with  its  population.

Work  was  also  well  in  hand  for  the  erection  of  ten  houses 
on  the  Alexandra  Road  Sciriemo  No,  2,  and  4  at  Carbis  Bay  Area. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  are  steadily 
increasing  and  the  number  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  328  families . 

■A  difficulty  in  this  area  is  that  the.old  houses  near  the 
water  front  do  not  afford  much  scope  for  reconstruction  and  so 
a  valuable  potential  source  of  extra  accommodation  is  not  avail¬ 
able,  It  is  considered,  however,  that  more  use  might  be  made 
of  requisitioning  premises  suitable  for  housing. 

6.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  Hiree  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred, 

one'  of'  which  in  a  non-resident  v/as  rapidly  fatal  the  o’-;her  two 
were  in'' mother  and  baby  and  there  can  be  litt-le  -dru-bt  chat  the  ' 
child  was  directly  infected  from  the  mother.  Both  recovered 
without  any  serious  after  affects,  , 

A--large  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in  the  autumn  >-  no  less 
than  167  cases  being  notified.  As  usual,  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  a  number  occurred  also  at  which  no  doc  cor  attended  and 
which,  therefore  escaped  notification.  The  table  is  as  f ollows

6,  DIPHTI^RIA  IM^inWISATIOlSf,  was  ppooeeded  with,  with  most  disap- 
pointing  results,  as  during  the  year  only  14  children  -under  five 
were  iimrrunised.  The  County  Primary  (Infants)  School  was  visited 
and  1  child  received  a  refresher  dbse  and  17  were  imraanisede  Al¬ 
though  it  is  no  doubt  true  that  a  number-of.  children  were  immun¬ 
ised  by  their  own  Doctors  it  is  true  to  say  that  despite  every 
effort  the  numbers  are  very  low  indeed.  The  details  are  as

7,  '  CAMPING  SETES.  In  a  town  like  this  v/i-ijh  a  deserved  reputation' 

'as  'a  holiday'  resort  it  is  inovitabde  hhat  persons  wishing  to  have 
'  a  tent  or  caravan  holiday  should  v/ant  vo  come  and  stay  here,  and 
'  the  problem  is  how  to  provide  for  this  undoubted  demand_without ■ 
severely  interfering  with  the  amenit ies ■ of  the  town ’ of 'aggravating 
its  public  health  problems,  Vtoile  there  is  a  good  deal  to  be 
said  against  it  largely  on  account  of  its  undcubted  "regimented" 
effect,  there  is  no  question  that  the  idea  of'bro  or  mere  offic¬ 
ially  specified  camping  sites  with -water  and  sanitary 'ar-rangemen'cs 
provided  and  with  individual  spapes  for  caravans ' or  tents  is  more 
satisfactory  from  the  Council’s  point  of  view.  It  is  hoped  to 

arrange  a  conference  vi/ith  the  West  Cornwall  Joliri:  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  to  try  and  fix  some  suitable  camping  sites, 

8,  NATIONAL  PIEALTH  SERVIE,  The  County  Council’s  proposals  for 
carrying  out  the  duties  laid  on  t  hem  by  the  icty  were  received 
and  considered.  A  brief  summary  appears  in  the  appendix  to  this 
Report,  but  here  it  should  be  mentioned  that  she  representation 
of  the  Town  (one  representative)  on  the  Committee  set  up  to  ad¬ 
minister  this  area  is  hardly  commensurate  with  the  5.mpo:.' ranee  of 
the  Borougb..'"

During  the  summer  season  60  visits  were 
made  to  Ice  cream  manufacturers*  ‘oremlses,  and  thirty  samples  of 
Ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analysts,  The  results 
were  as  follows 3  -  Grade  I,  4  -  Grade  II,  11  -  Grade  III, 

12  -  Grade  IV.

Rodent  Control, 

During  the  year  the  Rodent  Operator  has  heen  successful  In 
controlling  the  number  of  rats.  It  v;as  estimated  that  335  rats 
were  killed  during  the  year  and  regular  inspections  are  Liade  of 
the  sewers  and  Stennack  River, 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  small  number  of  rats  found  is 
due  to  the  small  diameter  of  the  sewers  which  fill  up  during 
heavy  rain  and  prevent  rats  from  breeding  in  them,  I  would 
like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  good  work  carried  out  by 
Mr ,  T ,  Ranke  rvi s .
